Ur DOWN ELECTION FRAUDS. 


It should not be a difficult matter for 
the tWo bragcheés of the State Legislature 
td agree upon an election law that will 
be in the main satisfactory. 

The essential provisions of a sound 
election law for cities are recognized by 
all who have studied the subject. First 
among them is a complete new registra- 
tion before éVery general election and the 
destruction of all ballots after they have 
been counted and the results finally 
passed upon. Where registration lists 
stand from election to election it is im- 
possible to purge them of the names of 
the dead and removed, and, hence, as the 
experience of St. Louis demonstrates, 
they afford wide opportunity for fraud. 

Other essential points are precinct reg- 
istration and posting, and in order that 
these may be effective for the prevention 
of fraud the precincts should be small. 
The vote of a precinct should not exceed 
300. If each précinet is guarded the whole 
city will te guarded, and there is no 
surér way of guarding the precincts than 
by regulating the régistration so that it 
may be supervised by the voters of each 
precinct. 

The blindest partisans of the Republi- 
can majority in the House must see the 
force of the objection to the provision 
of the Filley election bill which makes it 
thé duty 6? thé CifGuit judges to appoint 
election commissioners. Politics and the 
courts should be kept distinct, and this 
feature is especially objectionable be- 
éatife it makes the judges a party to 
proceedings upon which they thay be 
called to pass in court. But by yield- 
ing this and a few other points the 
House may retain the main features of 
the Filley bill and yet meet the needs of 
the city and the views of those who are 
attempting to secure a sound election 
law. 

The people will hold the Legislature 
to strict accountability for failure to 
free St. Louis and Kansas City from the 
domination of corrupt political elements 
by giving them the protection of good 
election laws. 

a iUbiiviABLE “EXPENDITURE. 

Although the signing of the police in- 
erease bill by Mayor Walbridge means 
an addition of about $60,000 to the annual 
municipal expenditures, it is justified by 
the needs of the city, 

According to the police reports of 1893, 
thé latést available statistics, St. Louis 
had the smallest police force in propor- 
tion to population of anyof the large eities 
of the Union. New York, with a popula- 
tion of 1,850,000, had @ police force num- 
bering 3,723; Brooklyn, with 978,394, had 
1,425; Philadelphia, with 1,142,653, had 
2,027; Boston, with 446,500, had 466; Chi- 
cago, with 1,500,000, had 3,480; San Fran- 
cisco, with 360,000, had 466, and Cincin- 
nati, with 297,000, had 482. St. Louis, 
placing our population at the modest 
estimate of 600,000, had only 724, and wild 
the increase of fifty patrolmen, six ser- 
geants and one captain, will have only 
781 men for a much greater population. 

But the contrast in area, which ts the 
most important consideration—more im- 
portant than population—is even greater. 
The areas of New York, Brooklyn, Bos- 
ton, San Francisco and Cifiéinnati are 
from one-half to a thifd less than that 
of St. Louls. There are polite beats in 
this city so enormous in area as to ren- 
der it impossible for one man propertly 
to patrol them, and some of these large 
beats cover districts which have betome 
thickly settled.

At the genera] election to be held on the 
11 following the first Monday in 
November, A. D. 1896, an amendment to the 
Constitution of Missouri shall be submitted 
to the qualified voters of the State, in the 
following words: 

The seat of Government of the Stare of 
Missouri shall removed from the City of 
Jefferson and located in the County of St. 
Louis—Provided, that before the first Mon- 
day of January, 1896, there shall have been 
deposited with the commission hereinafter 
created a deed in fee simple to not less than 
fifty acres of land, satisfactory in location: 
and topography to said commission; and 
provided further, that there shall be de- 

osited with the said commission security, 
n form and amount satisfactory to the 
said commission, for the expenditure of not 
less than $2,000, in new ilidings to re- 
place the present capitol building, Supreme 
Court building, library and armory and Gov- 
ernor’s mansion, with buildings in architec- 
ture, convenience and stability superior to 
the present quarters. . 

When such security and deed shall have 
been deposited with the State Treasury and 
approved by the said commission or a ma- 
jority thereof, then and in that case the 
Secretary of State, on certificate from the 
said commission that the foregoing provi- 
sions for deposit of security have been com- 
plied with, shall take all necessary steps to

The security hereinabove provided for 
shall legally and fully guarantee the State 
of Missouri against 8 all expense of any 
kind, either in regard to the proposed new 
buildings, land, or removals of records and 
property. 

There is hereby created a commission con- 
sisting of the Governor, Secretary of State, 
Auditor, Treasurer and Attorney-Genera

on the cross.“ He says: This statement is 
gross with errors. It implies that all the 
planets and their satellites will severally 
repeat the stellar location they had on the 
day of the crucifixion. Why, such a repe- 
tition involves the harmonization of so many 
independent cycles that it will be eons before 
they will even approach its realization. The 
sun and the moon come together monthly, 
but not ever — gy | to the same place 
in the firmament. During the 1,862 years 
under consideration the sun alone has retro- 
graded 27 degrees 47 minutes 15 seconds 
from the place it then occupied in the firma- 
ment. So, more or less, with all else in our 
System. This Paris dispatch implies that 
Good Friday in 33 A. D. was date of the 
crucifixion. This would have made the 
Savior 37 years old at the crucifixion, where-

[NEED OF BIMETALLISM. 


Silver and a Republican Congress, Sen- 
ator Platt Says, Will Work Wonders. 


WASHINGTON, March 8—Senator Platt 
of Connecticut said to-day that although 
the Republicans were in a decided minority 
in the Senate, they were during the whole 
sesion in practical control ot the order and 


conduct of business, 

“The next House will be Republican,” he 
said, but we shall not have a Republican 
majority in the Senate and there will a 
Democratic President. Much will doubt- 
less be expected in the way of rapes leg- 
islation to relieve the distres condition 
of the country—I fear too much. We shall 
be almost as powerless for the promotion 
of action in the next Congress as we have 
been in the present. Very little can be 
accomplished until after 1894, when we hope 
the Republicans will be in power in all 
branches of the Government. 

“If the measures, the consideration of 
which has been blocked, should be brought 
forward in the next Congress they will 
doubtless come in a 8 less mass cu- 
lated to do mischief. The financial situation 
may improve. We hope for bimetallism 
and we also hope for improved business con- 
ditions. If we should succeed in securing 
bimetallism. that would settle the trouble 
and we would do much to diminish the fri- 
tion which now prevails with reference -to 
the silver question.’”

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“Barbed Arrow Heads and Huge Bat- 
tle Axes of Prehistoric Times. 


The high bluffs in St. Clair County, TiL., 
which presumably marked the eastern. 
shore of the Mississippi hundreds of years 
ago, when the bed of the river was on the 
other side of Bast St. Louts, are closely con- 
nected with the history of the original .in- 
habitants of the American wilds. The In- 
dians and the prehistoric race that is be- 
neved to have preceded them, populated the 
Mississippi Valley, and were doubtless very 
numerous in what is now Southern Illinois.

JOSEPH DAVINROY’S COLLECTION, 

An enormous collection of these is ow 
by Joseph Davinroy, Postmaster at French 
Village, about seven miles from St. Louis on 
the Louisville and Nashville Railway. Mr. 
Davinroy has about 3,500 relics, his collec- 
tion . N vessels, cilts, or stone 
axes, es oes and arrow heads, 
— * 8 Well preserved skulls. A Post- 
Dispatch reporter who visitedPrench ¥ illege 
for the purpose of examining the collection 
was permitted to make a close ins 1 re 
it and to sketch some of the prec r. 
Davinroy is a comparatively young — — 
he has been 1 in relic hunting for 
years and rched the bluffs for miles 
around the village ! for additions to his col- 
lection. 

“Every relic I have was taken from the 
Indian graves on the bluffs hereabouts, 
he remarked to the reporter. There are 
several Indian burying grounds to the north 
and south of this place, ali along the edge 
of the bluffs, and in every one 1 have ex- 
plored numbers of relies have been found. 
The relics are to found from here north 
to Caseyville, and as far south as Centre- 
ville Station. Skulls and skeletons are found 
in many of the graves, but a well-preserved 
skull is a rarity, and the other bones are 
never in a state to stand removal, as the 
action of the atmiosphere causes them to 
crumble into dust. Wherever an Indian 
grave is opened such relics as these are 
sure to be found,“ 

The arrow-heads, of course, largely out- 
number the other articles of Mf. avin- 
roy's collection, He has nearly 3,000 of the 
stone points, while the other relics number 
only about 600. This does not imply, how- 
ever, that the collection is a small one, as 
it is undotibtedly the largest in St. Clair 
County and — of the most complete to 


be found anyw 
FINE BfS. r OF CILTS 

There are upwards of a hundred cilts, 
or stone axes, of all sizes. One of them, 
a beautiful specimen, is fourteen inches in 
length and — oa about twelve pounds. 
The others are of assorted sizes, one, which 
is perfectly formed, bei only two inches 
long and weighing less than six ounées. 

There are about fifty pieces of pottery, 
all well preserved. hey are in varied 
shapes, but all have the form of vessels, 
showing that they were used as receptacles 
for food and water. 

The discodels, of which there are nearly 
a score in this collection, are cone-shaped 
stones, supposed to have "been used by the 
Indians for the purpose of crushing grain 
and roots, answering to the model pestle 
of the druggist’s morter. They are ex- 
quisitely formed, being perfectly ~s~y at 
the base and symmetrically shaped to the 


ti 

The spades are rather clumsy, being very 
large and not so well formed, but the hoes 
are smaller and shaped with precision. The 
hoes have hearly the form of a shield. They 
are thin and flat, with sharp edges, and 
must have made excellent tools for their 
purpose. 

The collection includes three fine speci- 
mens of the Indian stone pipe, several tat- 
tle axes, spear- points, bone needles and 
Wampum, or Indian money. Mr. Davinrey 
has mounted two battle axes on wooden 
handles with split ends, in the same fas jon 
as they were fastened by the Indians, As 
they now appear they are formidable look- 
ing weapons, capable of all the execution 
attributed to the dreaded Indian tomahawk. 
Most of the wampum, of which this collec- 
tion contains Afty or more pieces, is made 
of clam shelis, though a few pieces are 
bone. These Indian coins are nearly all 
the same size. They are perfectly round, 
with small holes i the center, and are from 
a half inch to thfee-quarters of an inch in 
diameter. The bone needles and long timt 
spear points in this collection are excép- 
tionally fine specimens. 

RARE ARROW POINTS. 

Among the arrow heads there are several 
barbed point which are highly a by 
collectors on account of their rarity. The 
points of the barb eurve backwards and 
are sharp as needles. 

Mr. Davinroy has mounted hundreds 
of his relics in framed panels, and has a 
dozen or more groups tastically af 
ranged, giving the. whole a most pleasing 
appearance to the eye. as at various 
times sold numerdus articiés of which he 
had duplicates, but still has many speci- 
mens of every_relic to found in the In- 
dian graves. He has re several fiat- 
tering offers for his col on, one from 
Henry Seiter, the insel banon banker, 
who before his financial downfall oecasion- 
ally visited French Village for the purpose 
of feasting his eyrc upon the relics at the 
Post-officé. Mr. ter was willing to give 
all the relics were worth, but the owner de- 
clined to part with them at any price. 

Numerous relies of earthenware and stone 
have been found ih the artificial mounds 
to be seen in various parts of Southern 
Illinois. The mound in the section 
is Monk’s Mound, five miles northwest of 
French Village, which has never been 
opened. The mounds of Southern Illinois 
run in regular chains along the banks of 
the Ohio and Mississippi rivérs. They are 
all built on high ground and are generally 
of the same sige. When first constructed 
they were doubtless symmetrical, but time 
has ed havoc with them and they are 
now rude and demoralized in appearance.
